LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 


This is my response to the recent letter from P.C. Cox who, quite reasonably 
expresses concern about poor "housekeeping" standards associated with: our 
village. 


First, speaking as a Parish Councillor (but NOT as a spokesman for the Council) 
I do not believe it should be necessary for members to 'police' the neighbour- 
hood seeking to prosecute residents for their anti-social behaviour. Ratherwe 
must pursue policies in support of Bye-laws prohibiting the dropping of litter 
dumping of rubbish or allowing dogs to foul our footpaths/amenity areas. 
Regarding the supermarket trollies, through our Tesco liason sub-committee we 
should continue to urge this company to adopt a more responsible attitude 
instead of allowing their property to be left abondoned all over the village. 


My comments as a Bar Hill resident are that it is incumbent upon all of us who 
care about our local environment to set the best example by:- 

- picking up litter and depositing it in the bins: provided. 

- wheeling jettisoned trollies back to Tesco (I must say my normal Sunday 
morning inventory would be en average of 7 - 8 trollies along the Little 
Meadow/Field View Spine Path. 


Meanwhile the only long term solution to these problems is to educate the more 
irresponsible among us how to behave in a socially acceptable manner by for 
example:— 

- counselling dog owners about carrying ‘poop-scoops’. 

- explaining to children and anyone else prepared to listen, how to keep the 
place tidy. 

- corresponding with the Chairman of Tesco ple urging him to authorise the 
introduction of £1 coin in the slot trolley return system which is in use 
successfully at many Tesco locations. 


If these many of us who genuinely care about our surroundings act together, 
then next year our Notice Board may proudly announce Bar Hill as winners of the 
Cambridgeshire Best Kept Village competition!

Having started to read this letter I hope that you will continue to the end, 
draw your own conclusions and make a judgement. 


I felt prompted to write to you having seen for myself what great efforts © 
and what use ts being made of the Church Centre. It may seem strange that one who 
ia not s member of any church should be writing on this subject, but I hope that if 
you read on you will perhaps understand. : 

You will agree I am sure that the village has become a desirable place in 
which to live. It has excellent shopping facilities and safe places for children 
to play and attend school. The library has been started, we have our own Health 
Centre, a dental surgery and very recently we have planted another thousand trees. 
These things help to make the quality of life better for us all. . 


The Church Centre which was erected when the village was in its infancy has 
more than served its purpose, filled as it is to overflowing for its Church 
services and, es importantly, it is used every day of the year by many groups, 
some of which you will have read of in the Bar Nill News. « 


You may have heard about a fund which was launched some time ago to rebuild 
and extend the Church Centre ond its facilities. Without wishing to quote too __ 
many figures, the congregation have committed themselves to giving £150,000 and 
have helped to raise the remainder of a sum now in excess of £400,000. This leaves

The Trencportation Department are again to consider proposals te provide 
footpeth extensions from the bus shelters. to the inner estate coad system as part 
of its annual fonepath extension proaraime. A smeli group of Members will be 
visiting Bar Hisl curing April ts view the problem and I am hopeful that they 
will agree tc this work being included in the forthcoming financial year.
